NINETEEN SHOCKS 

The quake wee ushered In by a 
period of spectacular lightning In a 
cloudless aky, which was followed by 
nineteen shocks In twenty minutes. 

The widespread nature of the 
quake and the eerloua damage ll 
caused were Indicated to-day try re¬ 
ports coming In froq^, various sec¬ 
tions of the Balkans. 

In Melkovltch. Dalmatia, the posf 
office, railroad station and telegraph 
office collapsed, while the number ol 
deed was not known. A tobacco fac¬ 
tory In LJublnJe was completely de¬ 
stroyed. several persons being killed 
and many Injured. 

All the dwellings In Pnpovopolc 
and Poptntovltch collapsed, burying 
Inmates. 

PEASANTS FRAYED 

Shocks lasting nine seconds oc¬ 
curring In Mostar caused the popu¬ 
lation to flee to the streets, where 
the peasants knelt down, crying that 
the end of the world had coma 
Many houses collapsed in the city ana 
thousands are homeless. 

In Plants four were killed and 
many Injured, while at Anaelflald. the 
earth parted and swallowed several 
houses with their Inhabitants. 

600 CASUALTIES REPORTED 

Vienna, Feb. 15—A dlspeteh front 
Belgrade to The Onsets Tagesposl 
says the casualties resulting from 
the earthquake which rocked Bosnia, 
Herzegovina and Dalmatia are esti¬ 
mated at 6«0. This figure, for the 
dead and Injured, has not yet beeg 
confirmed.

ARE LIQUOR VENDORS PAID ENOUGH? 
II/HILE THE LEGISLATURE IN DIS- 
cussing the amendments to the Liquor Control 
Act it might find it good business to consider the wages 
paid to liquor vendors, their assistants, and other em¬ 
ployees of the Liquor Control Board who in any way 
ire likely to come into personal touch with principals 
or agents of liquor concerns.

Nine years ago the milk producer# 
of tho Fraser Valley were forced to 
get together, or get out of the busi¬ 
ness, that was the time when the 
city milk dealer (not producer) 
mould call at the farms on his morn¬ 
ing round; and say, 1 shall only want 
two cans of milk this morning, 
sometimes leaving tho farmer two 
or three cans of milk on hie hands, to 
do the heat he could with. Us often 
had to feed It to hogs, and at the 
same time, juet pay him any old 
price, a* the dealer was organised, 
and thg producer was not. theee are 
the conditions that the milk dealers 
outside the Fraser Valley Milk Pro¬ 
ducers' Association are praying for 
again, which meant about twenty- 
flv# per cent, mere profit for them¬ 
selves, and the consumers paying 
more for their milk than they are 
paying to-day. 

Again the public should realise 
that milk is tho moat perishable and 
difficult to handle of all foodetuffs. 
no. buying on a low market, and 
bolding to sell on a high one, and 
almost Impossible to regulate the 
supply, as no power on «orth can 
prevent a cow from giving 100 per 
cent, more milk In the Rummer 
months than over the Winter 
months. 

In conclusion. I will state that the 
farmer would rather produce a $ 
cent loaf, retail, than a 12 cent quart 
bottle of milk.

Canadian Questions 
and Answers 


Liquor vendors throughout the Province are paid 
$1 75 a iponth: their assistants in the store get varying 
•mounts from $150 down to $120 a month. There 
is no distinction made between the chief official in 
the busier stores of Vancouver and Victoria aqd the 
employee who is responsible for all the business con¬ 
ducted in the smallest community. 

There is no suggestion that these officials of the 
Liquor Control Board are objecting to this rite of 
pay. There is no suggestion that their standard of 
trustworthiness would be influenced in the least par¬ 
ticular if their salaries were to be doubled. But it 
will be noted that when British Columbia tried its 
experiment with Prohibition, the head of the particular 
department of the public service who was charged 
with the administrative work of the Act was paid only 
$200 a month. The difference between the salary 
then paid, when the chief business of the Province 
was to keep liquor out. and that now paid to the 
principal official of the Liquor Control Board, with 
this market restored to the liquor men. it $800 a 
month. 

The taxpayers did not object to these increases 
in salary. When they exchanged the Prohibition Aet 
for the present law they demanded a first-class ad- 
mmistration to attend to the new busmes,. They were 
willing to pay for It. If for $17,500 a year three 

commissioners could give them good service and keep 
the Province free of liquor scandals, they were willing 
that this sum, or even more, should be paid. Nor 
when the lime arrived to change the three-man board 
for a one-man board did they object to paying 
$12,000 to one official. They are still satisfied with 
Mr. Davidson. They would quite properly object to 
any reduction in his salary. He has given good ser¬ 
vice; he will be able to give better service when the 
Legislature has relieved the Government of its present 
association with the liquor business.

I wanted to 
talk to a man who was shoot to die 
and get some Ideas on hta philosophy. 
The result of the Interview did me 
more harm than good I f«4t nil 
tho symptoms of cow*ardic« I saw 
In him—a bold front, a surface In¬ 
dication of bravery, and a faltering 
heart underneath. 

It took me year* to got out of It 
before I found myself. 

John L. HulUvan snd the original 
Jack Dempsey were afraid of nothing 
and there are some fighters to-day 
of the same winning fearless disposi¬ 
tion. There are others whoso game¬ 
ness. downright gamoness. ^under¬ 
stand. wo all question.

< I had a chance to meet the famous 
Jake Hymans, an Englishman who 
created a great splurge when he 
visited this country because he had 
beaten Jam Camey and claimed not
